Steamer Tellus on North Spit Brings
"Only $aso.

ABERDEEN, Oct. 3.—Yesterday was

bargainy day in wrecked vessels, and the
steamer Tellus, which a few days ago
was worth 75000, and held a cargo of
coal valued at $20,00, was sold for #2530,
coal and all, as the vessel lies on the
North Spit.

Yesterday was the date set fbr the
opening of bids for the wrecked steam-
er and her cargo, the bids being received
in San Francisco by Norwegian Consul
Lund, and in Hoquiam by Captain Berg.

Two bids were entered by local par-
ties, the Lindstrom Shipbuilding Com:
pany offering $130 for the vessel and
cargo, and the Grays Harbor Tug Boat
Company offering $100 for the same,
These bids were telegraphe] to Consul
Lund by Captain Berg, but an answer
was received stating that at auction in
San Franeiseo $250 had been bid for the
wreck The name of the buyer was not
aiven,

DEMAND EXCLUSION

Canucks. Will Sign a Monster
Petition.

TO KEEP OUT ALL ORIENTALS

Threaten to Use Violence if Enormous
Influx is Not Stopped—Form an OQrien-
tal Exclusion League For Work—May
go to the Throne.

OTTAWA, Oet, 3. —The Oriental
Exclusion Leagues thronghout British
Columbia will send Sir Wilfrid Laurier
a petition which will have probably 10,
00 signers, the largest signed one ever
reaching here.  Those getting up the pe
tition say if action is not taken by the
Premier, the petition will then go to the
throne. If that has no result the league
will take measures to prevent the de
barkation of Orientals in  Vanecouver
which will he effective.

The petition reads “Petition, the un
dersigned residents of British Columbia
humbly showeth that provinee to have
been in the past and will continue to he
the dumping ground of Oriental labor
notably Hindoos, Japanese and
Chinese. That at present thare are 30,
000 Orientals of the foregoing races in
British Columbia, That the Orientals
